radiation corresponding to more than 1/N of the energy of 
the sample radiation. Information about the sample is 
generated by the third arrangement.

Claims 24-28 and 30 are also directed to an apparatus 
comprising a first arrangement for receiving Brillouin 
scattered radiation from an illuminated sample. 
In addition it is defined that the first arrangement for 
receiving the Brillouin scatter also receives radiation with 
a second frequency and that both frequencies are separated 
by the first arrangement. A second arrangement is configured 
to simultaneously detect both frequencies. The sample 
information is generated by the second arrangement. 



The common technical feature of the two inventions is an apparatus 
comprising a first arrangement for receiving Brillouin scattered 
radiation from an illuminated sample. Information about the sample is 
generated. The special technical features of the two groups of claims are 
directed to the solution of two different problems: 

Group I (claims 1-23 and 29) intends to solve the problem of low temporal 
resolution in Brillouin spectroscopy by using a dispersive element which 
should have a sufficient sensitivity. 

Group II (claims 24-28 and 30) refers to the simultaneous detection and 
examination of Brillouin scatter and fluorescence and/or Raman and/or 
reflection effects. This provides simultaneous different and/or 
supplementary information about the sample. 

The special technical features and the problems which are intended to be 
solved by the two groups of claims define two different inventions not 
linked by a single general inventive concept. The application, hence does 
not meet the requirements of unity of invention as defined in Rules 13.1 
and 13.2 PCT.
